~ Effect of Act. 


On the stage visible from all sides, stands a platform with a footstool on 
and various small utensils. The Conjurer in oriental costume steps on the stage 
ascends the platform and sits in the stool. He now takes a sword from the stand 
‘that is on the platform, shows that it is sharp by taking a piece of paper and 
snicking it in two, and he then lays it back on the stand. Now he takes a nickel 
plated tea kettle, sets this on an ornamental nickel plated tripod which is already 
‘standing on an oriental stool, he now takes a glass of water and empties this 
into the tea kettle. Now the Conjurer siezes a fan and fans himself, then folds 
it up and holds it in the left hand. In his right hand he takes a wand. At the 
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command of the Conjurer a stream of water commences to rise from the tea 
kettle, higher and higher moving in correct time to the wand, rising, lowering, 
backwards and forwards as desired. Suddenly the Conjurer takes the stream of 
water from the kettle with his wand. The stream has disappeared from the 
kettle and is now on the wand. He carries the stream [always being seated] 
with the wand, from kettle to sword. Now he takes the stream from the sword 
with his fan, the stream of water remaining on the fan. Now begins a splendid 
series of changes with the stream of water between fan and wand. A going and 
coming, a giving and taking, a throwing of snakelike streams etc etc. From 
the start to the finish the Conjurer sits on the stool, producing merry fountains 
from the wand and the kettle. 


At this moment the assistant comes on the stage and going up to the plat- 
form takes the stream of water on his hand, from the kettle, and carries it round 
the stage, shows the audience and then goes off with it. The Conjurer has now 
no stream of water springing up, and is quite astonished over it. He calls the 
assistant back but as he does not come, he takes a second glass of water and 
empties into the kettle, . when like a miracle a stream of water appears on the 
end. of his wand. The play now begins afresh only with increased variations. 
Quickly the Conjurer produces the stream from the fan from the wand, from fan 
to sword and back again. Suddenly the Conjurer has two streams of water, and 
small. figure play goes on between the wand and fan. Very prettily the two 
streams become four. Out of the kettle, wand, fan and sword in four high streams 
splashes the water on to the bottom of the platform. A few magic words 
muttered by the Conjurer and all the water has disappeared. 


‘Now begins the third variation. 


On the kettle again showing a stream of water, the assistant walks on and 
approaches the kettle, apparently to. take the stream, but the Conjurer this time 
is as quick as his assistant, and takes the stream on the end of his fan. The 
assistant now remains standing near the platform. The Conjurer now passes the 
stream from his fan on to the head of his assistant. The assistant takes the 
stream from his head, swings it round and then puts it back again. The Con- 
jurer now cuts it off with his wand, and continues the play repeatedly with a 
second assistant who comes in. Now the Conjurer takes the stream back again, 
places it on the assistants hand, then changes it on to the other assistants and 
so on backwards and forwards. When a second assistant is not available, this 
effect takes place between the Conjurer and the assistant. The assistant now 
goes off with the stream on his hand. Now the Conjurer stands and from the 
platform on which he is standing streams appear, also from the fan, wand, kettle, 
from the kettle three seperate fountains, and from the sword ten streams, Laying 
the fan and wand on the stool these disappear into the fountain.

The fingers on the arms are spread wide apart, so that everybody can see 
that the hands are perfectly empty. The hands come very slowly together, and 
‘with a continual movement of. the arms there appears suddenly in the hands a 
silk‘ handkerchief. The Conjurer shows this and then places it back i in ‘the hands. 
Again the hands and arms commence to move jerkily, when suddenly there 
_appears under cover of. the handkerchief, a.very pretty flower bouquét, in the 
-hands of the sphinx The Conjurer takes the bouquet; shows it and~ then lays 
-it.on the table, meanwhile the hands vanish the handkerchief and produce in ‘its 
place an egg which the Conjurer also shows. The arms. now remain still whilst 
the Conjurer shows an ordinary drum, which he hooks on to the cabinet. He 
now places two drum sticks in the. hands of the sphinx.
